iple guarantees for the protection of 
life and property. 

Officials here were greatly pleased 
with Carranza's friendliness towards 
ithe United States. They indicated that 
while the American government would 
have preferred to see peace conter-

FIREMAN AND 1D BRAKEMAN 
JUMP FOR THEIR LIVES 


Morinville Train and Yard En- 
| gine Meet Head-on—Inquest 
Wil! be Held Today 


As the result mae a collision between |

two freight trains near 16th street at | 
10.50 last night, George Marshall, a C. 
N.R. engineer, of 10268 Syndicate ave- 
nue, is dead, having been almost in- 
stantly killed, and his fireman, Frank 


Scott, of 10646 16th street, and W. A. 
Roome, a 10548 15th 


street, who were in the cab at the time, 
saved their lives by Jumping from the 
engine, after Scott had shouted 
warning to Marshall to Jump. 

The trains met head-on, on the main 
line of the C.N.R. Engine No. 1204, 
attached to train No, 240, had just 
completed a round trip to Morinville, 
with Ingineer Marshall in charge. The 
crew, Composed of Frank Scott, flre- 
man, 10646 16th street; W. T, Young, 
conductor, Sutherland street; W. A. 
Roome, brakeman, 10548 16th street, 
and J. J. Kenny, brakeman, The other 
train, with engine No. 326, was standing 
near the 16th street crossing when the 
collision occurred, The crew of this 
train was as follows: Engineer, E. B. 
Joyner, Allan Rooms, First street; fire- 
man, C, A. Hodson, 10661 16th street; 
conductor, G. W. Ware, 1050 bth street;

The standing engine, No, 326, 1s used 
exclusively in the freight yard, and 
had been shunting cars just previously 
to the accident. Engineer Joyner says 
that he saw the other train approach- 
ing and blew the regular signal of one 
whistle, but the oncoming train did not 
stop. Fireman Scott, of the Morinville 
train, states that Marshall saw’ the 
other engine's headlight alright, but be- 
lieves that he thought it was on anoth- 
er track and also that it was moying, 
and that when he found his mistake, 
but too late, slammed the brakes down 
hard and blew one blast of the whistle. 
Scott states that he shouted to his eng- 
ineer to Jump for his Hfo, but that 
Marshall, true to the traditions of his 
life calling, did his utmost to save his 
train and stuck to his post of duty and 
was killed. 

Although the trains met with great 
forca, neither left the track, although 
the engine on the moving train was 
completely telescoped by the standing 
engine, and it was with some difficulty 
that Marshall's body was taken from 
the wreck, The colliston occurred at 
10.50 and the police were notifled at 
11.10, and Inspector Shute, Chief De- 
tective Kroning and Constable Smith 
were soon on their way to the acene, 
picking up Coroner Forin on the way, 
and reaching the spot within eight min- 
utes after the call. Just as they arriv- 
ed a heavy rain storm broke over the 
city, accompanied by a strong wind, 
and making the work of getting Mar- 
shall's body from the wreck, doubly 
difficult. There was but a small space 
at the rear of the engine through which 
entrance could be gained to where lay 
the body of Marshall, and it was with 
some difficulty that thé dead, Iimp fig- 
ure of the faithful engineer was taken 
out. The body was taken to Connelly 
and MecKinley’s undertaking parlor, 
where an inquest into the cause of the 
man's death will be held today. Mar- 
shall’s body was badly scalded by es- 
caping steam, and this is supposed, as 
much as anything, to have caused 
death, 

Marshall was between 50 and 60 
years of age, and has been for many 
years in the service of the company. 
He came to Edmonton about five years 
ago from Humboldt, Sask. and he 
leaves a wife and large family.

THE ARRANGEMENT WHICH MAKES 
ALBERTA STEP-DAUGHTER OF CONFEDERATION. 
In the year 1913 United States received 1,387,318 im- 


migrants from Europe, mostly Italians, Poles, Russian Heb- 
rews and Austro-Hungarians. __ 

Of this vast number only 22,024 were destined for the 
south, where the greatest demand for labor is, or rather where 
ihere is least unemployment; 53,618 went west to the country 
lying between the Mississippi and the Rockies, and 814,041 
remained in the already over-crowded States of New York, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey, Ohio and Illinois. 

So that United States, after more than a century of ex- 
perience with the immigration problem is still pumping hu- 
manity into the section where every acre is fenced and every 
opportunity taken up, and is still leaving practically unused 
immense areas with boundless opportunities in the west and 
south which require only population to turn them to usefui- 


ness, 


Herein, the failure of the immigration system, or rather 
lack of system, as practiced in United States, is seen at a glance, 
and a-comparison of the conditions in United States with those 
in Canada will show that Canada is very rapidly tending in the 
sane direction, 

To those who have not given the question very serious 
thought, the tendency is to blame the condition upon the for- 
eigner, to brand him as low caste and to deride his shiftless- 
ness in not going onto the land. But to those who have fol- 
lowed the matter seriously it has long since become patent 
that the greatest reason is not lack of desire, but lack of capi- 
tal, which, added to lack of knowledge, makes it virtually im- 
possible for the foreigner to ever get onto the land. 

Already the province of Ontario is commencing to take 
this view, and serious consideration is being given to a pro- 
posal to prepare ready-made farms for immigrants, siock 
them to a certain extent, and turn them over to those who 
show a desire and some capacity to establish homes which 
may eventually add greatly to the wealth of the country, the 
government taking a long term mortgage for its return. 

This problem, which confronts United States as a na- 
tional question, and which is already confronting Ontario, is 
due to confront the western provinces as well. To a certain 
extent it is doing so already. Since the change in the charac- 
ter of the immigrants which commenced when the conserva- 
tive government came into power in Ottawa it is obvious that 
the settlement of the western provinces has not been going 
forward as rapidly as it should have been, and this notwith- 
standing that the provinces have pledged themselves for im- 
mense sums to make accessible more and more land for farm- 
ing purposes. In fact, it may be said that aside from the coun- 
try which constitutes the hinterland of Edmonton and a com- 
paratively small frontier fringe of Saskatchewan, where free 
land is still available or is at least very cheap, the great settle- 
ment movement has practically ceased. And while this is true, 
and while there are still millions upon millions of acres of un- 
used land in the railway belt of the three provinces of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, the federal government finds 
itself confronted with the problem of unemployment in so 
acute form in Montreal that the proposal of wholesale depor- 
tation is being seriously made. 

Ontario, owning her own resources, may be able to work 
out the solution along rational lines. But neither the western 
States nor the western provinces own their resources, and the 
outcome in both countries is the same—millions of acres with 
no people; millions of people with no acres. 

The folly of it all is so apparent, and the ease with which 
the province of Alberta could assist in the solution were she 
the mistress of her own resources is so evident that the wonder 
is that Albertans submit to the continuation for one day of 
the arrangement which makes this province the step-daughter 
of confederation. 


BRITISH COLUMBIA ESCAPES 
A HINDOO VISITATION. 

Atter having lain for months in Vancouver harbor aboard 
the Japanese ship Komagata Maru awaiting an opportunity to 
get into Canada, the three hundred and fifty Sikhs whose case 
has caused such a controversy on the coast are finally to be 
deported in the ship in which they came to Canada and an 
end has probably been put to what looks to have been an at- 
tempt to force open the sunset doorway to an influx of 
Hindoos. 

The whole case has been very mysterious throughout. 
Just how a shipload of Hindoos happened to come to the Paci- 
fic Coast or who was responsible for the excursions has never 
been fully explained, but certain it is that they did not charter 
a ship and set out for Canada of their own accord. Also, it is 
very certain that they have had the advantage of the very best 
legal advice in their efforts to enter the Dominion and not until 
the ruling of the immigration department went up to the high- 
est court in B. C. did the dusky passengers of the Komagata} 
Maru consent to give up the fight for entry. 

If there was, as there appears to have been, a deliberate 
attempt to pry open the door and flood British Columbia with 
helpless and incompetent Hindoos, that province is to be con- 
gratulated upon its escape from such a visitation. Already! 
the coast country has altogether too many of them for con-| 
fort. Capable of none but the most ordinary labor, and re-! 
ceiving therefore wages so low as to barely keep them while| 
working, they invariably become a charge upon the com- 
munity in the wintertime, and in a climate to which they are 
not inured and which they do not understand their condition 
frequently becomes pitiable. A host of them on the Pacific

DOUBLE SUBSIDY 
T0 RAILWAY WAS 
NOT WARRANTED 


Commissioner's Finding in 
STA Railroad Case 
Against Company 


EITHER CONTRACTOR OR 
ENGINEER RESPONSIBLE 


Bank Account Shows that Con- 


tractor was Overdrawn Until 
Subsidy Pald 


Fredericton, N. L., July 14.—The in- 
quiry conducted by Commissioner R, A. 
Pringle, K.C., of Ottawa, into the 
Southampton Railway company, to de- 
termine why the double Dominion sub- 
sidy of $6,400 a mile was pald, was 
brought to a close here late yester- 
day afternoon. Commissioner Pringle, 
in a short address, stated that the 
evidence proved beyond a doubt that 
the road was not entitled to the sub- 
sidy. 

An enormous amount of evidence was 
taken at yesterday's sitting and J, K. 
Pinder, who built the line, was the 
most interesting witness. Mr, Pinder 
was on the stand from 11 o'clock in 
the morning till about 5 in the after- 
noon. In his evidence he told the story 
of the construction of the road from 
start to finish 

The construction, according to his 
figures, cost $255,373.62, made up of 
$142,927.24, the proceeds of the sale of 
the $156,000 worth of bonds guaranteed 
ly the provincial government, and the 
$51,279.76, received from the Dominton 
government in subsidies, together with 
$28,466.82 which Mr. Pinder claims to 
have spent from his own pocket. Com- 
missioner Pringle put the cost per mile 
at 17,700. This ts about $3,700 short 
of the $21,400 required in order to 
receive the double subsidy. «

Mr. Foster stated that the miners 
now on atrike on the island were prim- 
arly responsible for the call, as they 
were satisflel now that a change of 
policy was needed in the methods to 


be adopted to bring this strike and 
consequent troubles to a finish, 
Persuasion and pleading methods
